1. This is a public auction, mail-bid, and Inter¬ 
net sale held by Heritage Numismatic Auc¬ 
tions, Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”).

72 1880 PR 66 PCGS. This partially mirrored Gem shows an overall 
slate-gray appearance. A mark-free example for high quality type 
purposes. 

73 1881 PR 65 PCGS. Bright and sharply struck, both sides are free of 
distracting hairlines. 

74 1883 PR 65 PCGS. This is an untoned Gem whose surfaces show a 
uniform silver-gray appearance. 

75 1886 PR 67 PCGS. The nearly flawless surfaces sparkle with mod¬ 
est reflectivity beneath golden iridescence. Sharply struck, as 
always, and a serious consideration for the Superb Gem type collec¬ 
tor. 

76 1887/6 PR 66 Cameo NGC. This is a lovely Gem quality survivor of 
this pronounced and popular overdate proof. Modestly reflective and 
essentially untoned, the surfaces are free of even the most trivial 
impairment.

78 1875 MS 64 NGC. Doubled Die Obverse. FS-011. The doubling on 
the central obverse device is only visible under magnification. 
Satiny in appearance with multicolored pastel iridescence. 

79 1883 MS 66 PCGS. A superior Shield nickel, the satiny surfaces 
show a clean, untoned appearance. 


80 1874 PR 66 NGC. This is a dazzling Gem whose moderately bright 
surfaces sparkle through the delicate golden overtones. Smooth with 
nearly complete striking definition. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY NICKELS 

81 1883 No Cents MS 65 PCGS. An enchanting type coin that shows 
excellent luster characteristics. Sharply defined with a variegated 
coating of antique-golden and ice-blue shades. 

82 1912-S MS 64 PCGS. Originally colored with mottled olive-gray 
and orange-russet patina. A few wispy abrasions rule out a full Gem 
grade, but this is a lustrous, high quality example of this popular key 
date nickel. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 

83 1883 No Cents PR 66 PCGS. A bright, highly reflective appearance 
characterizes both sides of this impeccably preserved specimen. A 
splash of medium golden color is noted throughout and enhances the 
desirability of this important first-year Liberty nickel. 

84 1888 PR 65 NGC. Smoky-apricot iridescence envelops the bright, 
mark-free surfaces. 

85 1889 PR 65 NGC. There are no noticeable disruptions on either side 
of this lightly patinated Gem. 

86 1892 PR 64 PCGS. This is an adequately reflective, lightly toned 
near-Gem. 

87 1894 PR 66 NGC. Deeply reflective throughout with needle sharp 
definition and no contact marks.

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93 1920-S MS 64 NGC. While the strike is slightly weak, the overall 
definition is well above par for this usually poorly produced S-mint 
Buffalo.

100 1913 Type Two PR 66 NGC. Intricately detailed with a smooth layer 

of gray-golden toning over both sides and strong underlying matte 
brilliance. Popular transitional issue. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DIME 


101 1803 Large 8 XF 40 ANACS. V-2, LM-3, R.3. One of only 37,850 

pieces produced and a suitable circulated representative of this early 
half dime series. The even, lavender-gray patina is somewhat lighter 
on the obverse and both sides are largely free of bothersome abra¬ 
sions. Suitably defined for the grade on both the devices and the den¬ 
ticles. 


CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 


102 1838 No Drapery MS 66 NGC. This is a spectacular coin that has 

bright, lustrous surfaces with hints of golden-tan iridescence around 
the rims. There are no noticeable abrasions and the strike is bold 
throughout. The reverse is rotated about 40 degrees counterclock- 


103 1838 No Drapery MS 66 NGC. A lovely coin from the standpoint 
of originality, both sides show rich lilac-copper toning with brighter 
orange, gold, and blue shades intermixed near the denticles. Sharply 
struck and nearly perfect, the surfaces would do justice to any col¬ 
lection that highlights the best.

107 1862 MS 64 PCGS. The frosty, minimally marked surfaces have 
some claim to a full Gem grade. 

108 1863 MS 66 NGC. An exceptionally well preserved survivor of this 
Civil War issue, the placid surfaces glow beneath golden and apricot 
patina. Satiny in texture and free of even the most inconsequential 
distraction. 


CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DIME 


1871 PR 65 NGC. The deep, glassy fields sparkle beneath pale 
cloudy-gold overtones. The strike is typically bold and there are no 
distracting surface blemishes. 

CERTIFIED BUST DIMES 


1814 Large Date MS 63 PCGS. JR-3, R.2. A lovely coin despite the 
MS 63 grade, both sides are bathed in original charcoal-gray patina. 
There are lighter undertones evident at select angles which ade¬ 
quately conceal the wispy, grade-limiting marks. 

1827—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 58. JR-1, R.2. The 
muted surfaces show splotchy blue-gray and tan-gold toning on both 
sides. This is a popular variety that shows prominent recutting on the 
7 in the date. 


1829 Medium 10C MS 63 PCGS. JR-3, R.4. This is a scarce variety 
that is difficult to locate above the VF level. The rich endowment of 
dove-gray patina adequately conceals the wispy, grade-limiting 
abrasions. Quite attractive for the Select BU level. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 


1838 Large Stars MS 64 PCGS. Pleasing golden-gray iridescence 
blankets both sides of this sharply struck near-Gem. With readily 
appreciable luster and smooth surfaces, this coin belongs in a high 
quality type set. 

1839 No Drapery MS 64 NGC. Starkly prooflike with dove-gray 
surfaces and the look of a Gem. A simply lovely survivor of this 
early Seated dime delivery. 

1840 No Drapery MS 66 NGC. An important Gem quality repre¬ 
sentative from this transitional year in Seated dime production, this 
coin is richly toned in lilac-gray shades with mottled blue-green iri¬ 
descence about the devices. The underlying surfaces are lustrous, 
sharply struck, and pristine. NGC and PCGS combined report only 
10 examples in MS 66 with a scant 4 finer. 

1843 MS 66 PCGS. Since this P-mint issue was not saved in any 
numbers, survivors are elusive in all grades. The present Gem is one 
of only two coins to receive an MS 66 grade between both NGC and 
PCGS and it is bettered by none. Pale golden iridescence overlays 
both sides, but the rich endowment of mint frost is appreciable at all 
angles. Sharply struck overall and a strong candidate for inclusion in 
the finest collection. 

1846 VG 10 PCGS. Only 31,300 dimes were struck in 1846 and sur¬ 
vivors are highly prized in all grades. This is an original coin whose 
lilac-gray patina lightens substantially over the raised features. Prob¬ 
lem-free despite heavy wear. 

1853 No Arrows MS 65 NGC. The overall appearance is one of sil¬ 
ver-white brilliance despite pale yellow-gold rim accents. With care¬ 
fully preserved surfaces and scintillating frosty luster, this is a love¬ 
ly coin for Gem quality type purposes. The obverse displays inter¬ 
esting clashmarks. 

1853 Arrows MS 65 PCGS. A popular, short-lived type, this exam¬ 
ple is smooth and fully lustrous. The thin veil of golden-gray patina 
overlays the snappy features. 

1873 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. An important near-Gem type coin can¬ 
didate, the smooth surfaces are bathed in steel-gray patina. All 
details are sharply brought up. 

1874 Arrows MS 63 NGC. Fully brilliant with a modest prooflike 
finish on the obverse. 

1874 Arrows MS 65 NGC. Light golden toning with an appealing, 
satiny finish and razor sharp details. An important two-year type in 
a level of preservation that is difficult to surpass in today’s market. 

1875-S Mintmark Below Bow MS 65 PCGS. Frosty and essentially 
brilliant despite mottled golden-russet iridescence about the obverse 
rim. The mintmark is poorly defined. 
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124 1876 MS 65 NGC. A lovely coin, the rich endowment of mint frost 
and pristine surfaces are indicative of the Gem grade. 

125 1876 MS 66 NGC. Essentially untoned with smooth, frosty surfaces 
and above average detail for the grade. 

126 1876-CC MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with a few stray marks and pale 
champagne-gold overtones. This is an affordable CC-mint type coin. 

127 1879 MS 66 NGC One of only 15,100 pieces produced, this is a 
beautiful, semi-prooflike example. Blushes of russet iridescence hug 
the denticles and frame the untoned centers. Smooth and a definite 
find for the high quality Seated dime collector. 

128 1884 MS 64 NGC. The mottled apricot patina is somewhat more 
extensive on the reverse of this frosty near-Gem. 

129 1887 MS 65 NGC. Originally toned in lilac-gray shades that deepen 
at the borders. Some typical striking softness is seen on Liberty’s 
head, but the lustrous surfaces are free of even the most inconse¬ 
quential abrasion. 

130 1889 MS 64 NGC. Untoned with a typical strike for the series and 
nicely preserved features. 

131 1889 MS 65 NGC. The brilliant-white surfaces are clean and sug¬ 
gestive of an even higher grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DIMES 

132 1860 PR 65 NGC. Lightly toned in smoky-gold shades, the uni¬ 
formly reflective surfaces are readily appreciable at most angles. 
Smooth and undeniably Gem in technical quality. 

133 1870 PR 65 NGC. Originally toned in deep cobalt-charcoal hues 
with blushes of crimson and electric-blue shades evident at select 
angles. The proof qualities are largely masked by the toning scheme. 

134 1875 PR 65 NGC. Crisply defined, as always, with an even coating 
of hazy-gold patina over each side. The deep, glassy surfaces are, 
nonetheless, appreciable at most angles. 

135 1882 PR 65 PCGS. Lightly patinated on the reverse, the obverse 
shows deep crimson-charcoal toning that largely conceals the reflec¬ 
tive surfaces. A smooth and attractive coin from the standpoint of 
originality. 

136 1885 PR 65 NGC. The exceptionally smooth surfaces display uni¬ 
form brilliance and light golden overtones. 

137 1886 PR 63 NGC. Deeply reflective with a few scattered hairlines 
that are partially concealed by the mottled smoky-lilac and golden 
iridescence. 

138 1891 PR 66 Cameo NGC. A lovely proof type coin candidate, the 
black and white features are all but devoid of post-production dis¬ 
tractions. There is a halo of hazy-golden patina about the peripheries 
on both sides. 

CERTIFIED BARBER DIMES 

139 1893-S MS 64 NGC This is a satiny near-Gem whose untoned cen¬ 
ters are framed by muted gray peripheral iridescence. Like most 
branch mint Barber dimes of the 1890s, the ‘93-S is elusive in all 
Mint State grades. 

140 1894-0 MS 61 PCGS. Untoned, with a glossy, subdued appearance 
over each side. The highest mintage O-mint Barber dime, but hard¬ 
ly common at the Uncirculated level. 

141 1897-S MS 65 PCGS. One of only 1.3 million dimes produced at 
the San Francisco Mint in 1897 and uncommonly well preserved for 
the issue. Both sides are satiny in texture with modest cartwheel 
accents. Delicately patinated in mottled golden-gray shades. 

142 1898 MS 66 NGC. The antique-copper iridescence yields to mottled 
brilliance in the right obverse field. A premium Gem quality exam¬ 
ple of this popular type. 


143 1899-S MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous example of this conditionally chal- 
lenging S-mint dime, the rich endowment of mint frost cartwheels 
beneath pleasing apricot-gold iridescence. Fully struck, a lone abra¬ 
sion on Liberty’s cheek seems to preclude an even higher grade. 

144 1902-0 MS 64 NGC. Sharply defined for an O-mint Barber dime, 
the otherwise silver-white surfaces show speckled green-gray patina 
about the peripheral devices. A scarce issue in higher grade despite 
an original mintage of 4.5 million pieces. Population: 6 in 64, only 
5 finer. 

145 1902-0 MS 64 PCGS. Gorgeously toned in variegated antique-cop¬ 
per, blue-green, and orange-gold shades. The underlying surfaces are 
essentially Gem in quality. 

146 1903 MS 64 PCGS. This is a predominantly untoned, satiny exam¬ 
ple of this P-mint issue. 

147 1903-S AU 58 PCGS. Little or no actual wear is seen on this well 
struck, key issue. The surfaces present a slightly hazy appearance. 

148 1904 MS 64 NGC. Sunset-red patina decorates select peripheral 
areas and accents the conservatively graded surfaces. 

149 1905-0 MS 64 PCGS. Champagne-gold and powder-blue patina 
overlay the reverse with splotchy charcoal accents noted throughout 
the lower obverse. Lustrous and rather boldly struck for an O-mint 


150 1907 MS 64 PCGS. The centers are brilliant and lustrous, the bor¬ 
ders exhibit some deep gunmetal-blue and russet-brown toning.

Elusive any finer, this is a premi¬ 
um quality coin for the grade whose silver-gray surfaces are devoid 
of distracting abrasions. 

163 1918 MS 64 Full Bands NGC. This is a richly toned near-Gem that 
shows charcoal, cobalt-blue, and crimson shades throughout. 

164 1918-D MS 65 NGC. This is an untoned, frosty survivor of this early 
D-mint Mercury. 

165 1918-S MS 65 PCGS. This is an attractively toned, lilac-gray Gem 
that shows more vibrant colors in select areas about the rims. 

166 1919-D MS 65 PCGS. A more difficult issue to locate at the Gem 
level, this is a richly toned example that shows competing swirls of 
golden, lilac, and russet iridescence throughout. There are no notice¬ 
able distractions on the swirling, frosty surfaces. 

This conditionally scarce D-mint 
dime is rather difficult to locate with Full Bands definition. This is a 
noteworthy specimen whose lightly patinated, golden-gray surfaces 
show pinpoint striking definition throughout. The central bands are 
fully separated and the surfaces are free of distracting contact marks. 

A definite find for the Mercury dime specialist. 

168 1920-S MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. Well defined with somewhat 
muted luster and rather smooth surfaces. Speckled golden-lilac pati¬ 
na decorates the sharply struck features. Elusive any finer. 

169 1925-S MS 65 Full Bands NGC. This S-mint Mercury dime is any¬ 
thing but common with pristine surfaces and fully defined central 
bands. The untoned features sparkle with frosty luster and there are 
no detracting abrasions on either side. 

170 1926-D MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. A frosty coin with a moderate 
endowment of original reddish-golden toning, particularly over the 
obverse. The strike is bold and the bands are fully split. 

171 1926-D MS 65 Full Bands NGC. Originally toned in mottled tan- 
gray shades that yield to a rich rainbow crescent in the left obverse 
field. Both sides are fully defined and smooth from rim to rim. 

172 1928-S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and frosty, both sides are at the 
threshold of a full Gem grade. 

173 1929 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. This is a pristine, largely untoned 
representative of this Depression era dime.

180 1937-D MS 66 Full Bands PCGS; and a 1943-D MS 67 Full Bands 
PCGS. Both coins show untoned, sharply struck surfaces and no 
abrasions. (Total: 2 coins) 

181 1941-S MS 67 PCGS. Mark-free and typically struck with an over¬ 
all silver-gray appearance. 

182 1942/1 XF 45 PCGS. Always popular, the lightly worn surfaces 
show relatively smooth features and lilac-gray coloration. 
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183 1942/1-D XF 40 ANACS. Charcoal-gray patina dominates both 
sides, but multicolored undertones are visible at select angles. There 
is ample remaining definition on both sides. 

184 1945-S MS 65 PCGS. Frosty, brilliant-white surfaces. 

185 1945-S MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. Untoned with swirling cartwheel 
effects and crisply detailed features. 

186 1945-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. This is a fully frosted Gem whose 
sharply struck features glisten beneath pale golden overtones.

187 1938 PR 66 PCGS. The fields are deep and watery beneath mottled 
hazy-gold iridescence. 

188 1942 PR 67 NGC. Beautifully toned in electric-blue shades that 
deepen to crimson-russet over the central reverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TWENTY CENT PIECE 


189 1878 PR 66 NGC. Well defined with an overlay of deep cobalt-blue 
and lilac-charcoal toning. Although the proof qualities are largely 
concealed by this toning scheme, the glassy fields are evident at 
select angles. This mark-free Gem is among the finest certified sur¬ 
vivors of this final-year twenty cent issue. Population: 12 in 66, 0 
finer. 

CERTIFIED EARLY QUARTER 

190 1806 AU 50 PCGS. B-2, R.4. This is an originally patinated exam¬ 
ple of this scarcer variety. Both sides show predominantly smooth, 
steel-gray features, but accuracy compels us to mention a small 
indentation in the obverse field before Liberty’s face. 

CERTIFIED BUST QUARTERS 

191 1818/5 MS 64 PCGS. B-l, R.3. The otherwise antique-copper ton¬ 
ing yields to rich steel-golden coloration throughout the central 
obverse. A technically superior coin, the surfaces are free of men- 
tionable abrasions and both sides are boldly struck for the issue. This 
is a scarcer die state of this popular overdate that is free of cracks on 
the reverse. 

192 1825/4/3 MS 63 ANACS. B-2, R.2. Quite attractive from the stand¬ 
point of originality, both sides show intense orange-russet and gold¬ 
en-blue iridescence over bright features. Sharply struck with few 
contact marks for the grade. 

193 1834 MS 64 NGC. B-4, R.l. Well struck and modestly reflective 
beneath deep, original toning. Lilac-gray, cobalt-blue, and golden 
shades lie swirled together on both sides. This is a strong candidate 
for inclusion in a high quality type set whose smooth surfaces have 
some claim to an even higher grade. 

194 1834 MS 64 NGC. B-4, R. 1. An attractive near-Gem survivor of this 
difficult type, rich copper-gold patina overlays the frosty surfaces. 
Sharply struck, the nearly pristine features have the look of a full 
Gem grade.

This issue begins a decade of P-mint Seated 
quarters that are relatively common in circulated grades but difficult 
to obtain in Mint State. This is a Condition Census coin that shows 
silver-white, moderately prooflike surfaces. There are numerous die 
striations in the fields and the devices are boldly struck throughout. 
Mark-free and one of only 3 examples to receive an MS 65 grade 
between both NGC and PCGS. 

196 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous beneath silver-gray 
iridescence. This is an attractive, desirable coin for Mint State type 
purposes despite a few well concealed abrasions. 

197 1857 MS 64 PCGS. Both sides are partially reflective beneath orig¬ 
inal gold iridescence. Nicely struck and carefully preserved, this is a 
relatively affordable coin for high quality type purposes. 

198 1862-S MS 63 PCGS. With a limited mintage of 67,000 pieces and 
heavy circulation, the 1862-S is a difficult coin to find in problem- 
free XF condition. At the Mint State level, the issue is unquestion¬ 
ably rare and both major grading services have only seen 11 exam¬ 
ples to date. This is a Condition Census piece whose frosty luster 
cartwheels beneath rich antique-copper patina. Nicely struck with no 
unduly bothersome abrasions, this lot represents a definite find for 
the Seated quarter specialist. 

199 1876 MS 62 PCGS. White and untoned with slightly subdued luster. 
The well struck surfaces are nearly void of unsightly contact marks, 
highly unusual for this conservative grade. 

200 1880 MS 65 PCGS. Produced in limited numbers, this is a desirable 
Gem quarter. Smoky-gold patina blankets the obverse, the reverse is 
essentially brilliant. Both sides are equally free of contact marks. 

201 1886 MS 63 PCGS. Dusky-lilac and charcoal-gray toning overlays 
the prooflike surfaces of this sharply struck quarter. Lightly marked, 
yet always popular as a low mintage issue. 

202 1888-S MS 63 NGC. Originally toned in olive-gray shades that 
mask the grade-limiting abrasions. The only branch mint quarter of 
the 1880s, the 1888-S is scarcer in Mint State than many of the P- 
mint issues of the same era. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 


203 1860 PR 67 NGC. The existence of proof 1860 quarters with the 
Type One obverse, Type Two reverse die pairing was contested by 
students of the series for many years. As such, this coin, a definite 
example of this variety, would make an important addition to any 
advanced Seated quarter collection. The light golden-russet irides¬ 
cence is somewhat deeper on the reverse, but a rich electric-blue 
crescent is noted about the upper obverse rim. Deeply reflective and 
uncommonly smooth, this is the single finest certified survivor of 
this issue between both NGC and PCGS. 

204 1873 Arrows PR 65 PCGS. A thickly toned survivor of this desir¬ 
able two-year subtype, both sides are enveloped in charcoal-laven¬ 
der shades. The reflectivity is masked at most angles, but the sharply 
struck features could only be the result of proof execution. A fmd for 
the collector who appreciates originality.

205 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Light, original silver-gray patina graces this 
popular first-year-of-issue. 

206 1892-S MS 64 PCGS. The fulsome frosty luster glows beneath 
smoky-lilac overtones. Sharply struck and nearly abrasion-free. 
Fewer than 1 million Barber quarters were struck at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Mint in 1892, and survivors are elusive above the MS 63 level. 

207 1896 MS 65 NGC. Mottled russet and copper rim iridescence inter¬ 
rupts the otherwise smoky-lilac surfaces of this pristine Gem. 
Sharply struck and moderately prooflike. 



208 1900-S MS 66 NGC. This is a soft, satiny Gem with a bold strike 
and an essentially brilliant appearance. A relatively easy issue to 
obtain in lower grades, survivors in the higher Uncirculated grades 
are few and far between in today’s market. NGC and PCGS com¬ 
bined report only 8 pieces in MS 66 with 4 finer. 

209 1906-D MS 65 PCGS. The first year of production at the Denver 
Mint and a scarce issue at the Gem level. The frosty surfaces show 
competing swirls of orange-russet, olive-gold, and blue-green iri¬ 
descence. Nicely struck for the series and undeniably pristine. 

210 1908-D MS 65 NGC. A original specimen, both sides are essential¬ 
ly untoned. This is a sharply struck, lustrous survivor of an issue that 
is anything but common at the Gem level. Population: 10 in 65, 7 
finer. 

211 1909-S MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous features glisten beneath golden- 
lilac iridescence. A scarce S-mint issue in the preferred Mint State 
grades, this smooth example has the look of a Gem. 

212 1911-D MS 65 PCGS. Well defined and highly lustrous with a spray 
of golden-rose toning. A pristine, satiny representative of this condi¬ 
tionally challenging D-mint quarter. Population: 2 in 65, only 3 finer. 

213 1913 MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and satiny with no distracting abra¬ 
sions. This is a low mintage issue of which only 484,613 pieces were 
produced. 

214 1913-D MS 62 NGC. Freckled golden-copper and electric-blue pati¬ 
na overlays the lightly abraded surfaces. 

215 1915-D MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and untoned, the smooth surfaces 
attest to the care with which this D-mint quarter was preserved.

216 1898 PR 66 NGC. Predominantly lilac-gray on the obverse, the 
reverse shows deep, rich charcoal-crimson patina and cobalt-blue 
undertones.

232 1854 Arrows AU 58 NGC. Lightly toned in olive-gray shades that 
deepen somewhat about the devices. Problem-free for the grade. 

233 1854-0 Arrows AU 58 NGC. Brilliant-white with a few scattered 
circulation marks and ample remaining definition. 

234 1854-0 Arrows MS 61 NGC. Relatively abrasion-free with muted 
luster and mottled tan-gray patina.

NGC reports only four examples in MS 67 with 
none finer, although PCGS shows a lone MS 68 specimen. 

243 1882 MS 67 NGC. A beautiful candidate for inclusion in a collec¬ 
tion of toned Gems, electric-blue and orange-green peripheral iri¬ 
descence frames the peach-gray centers. The overall coloration is 
much more vivid on the reverse, but both sides show ample evidence 
of a prooflike finish at select angles. This Condition Census exam¬ 
ple is one of the five finest survivors of this low mintage issue 
between both NGC and PCGS. 

244 1891 MS 67 NGC. The shimmering, prooflike surfaces are bathed 
in russet, rose-gray, and peach hues. The bold strike leaves none of 
the frosty features incomplete. As the Superb Gem grade would indi¬ 
cate, there are no visible marks or other distractions. In this, the final 
year of the Seated Liberty half dollar series, the Philadelphia Mint 
struck only 200,000 business strikes, and this is the single finest cer¬ 
tified survivor between both major grading services.

245 1863 PR 65 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with sparkling reflectivity in the 
fields. Moderately frosted, the devices show the crisp definition that 
one would expect from proof production methods.

246 1880 PR 65 PCGS. The otherwise lilac and charcoal patina yields 
to bright pink and blue undertones at select angles.

Scarce any finer. 

250 1907 AU 58 PCGS. Lightly toned and well frosted, at a quick glance 
this specimen has the look of a significantly higher grade. Although 
sharply defined, just a slight amount of rubbing results in the near-

Soft golden toning in the recessed areas, intensi¬ 
fying just a little on the obverse. 

265 1937 MS 65 NGC, two examples, both are essentially brilliant-white 
in appearance with above average definition. (Total: 2 coins) 

266 1937-S MS 65 NGC. A shimmering Gem, boldly struck throughout 
and exhibiting bright silver-gray surfaces. 

267 1939 MS 66 NGC. An amazing coin in full brilliance, with booming 
luster.

While available in lesser grades, the ‘50-0 is 
quite elusive in AU condition. This is a moderately toned coin that 
shows mottled charcoal-russet highlights about the devices. There 
are no objectionable circulation marks on either side. 

290 1860-0 AU 53 PCGS. Originally toned in slate-gray shades with 
scattered contact marks and adequate overall definition. 

291 1860-0 MS 61 PCGS. Splotchy tan-gray patina overlays the lack¬ 
luster surfaces of this popular O-mint issue. Sharply struck and mod¬ 
erately reflective. 
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292 1860-0 MS 63 NGC. Much more attractive than the typically 
encountered Mint State ‘60-0 dollar, the surfaces show original 
lavender-gray patina that conceals the wispy, grade-defining abra¬ 
sions. Boldly defined throughout. 

293 1870-CC—Damaged, Tooled, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF 40. This popular CC-mint example shows evidence of tampering 
in the fields and an overall dull, lilac-gray appearance. The damage 
noted on the insert is not readily evident.

294 1870 PR 65 PCGS. This richly toned coin represents an important 

opportunity for the collector who specializes in originality. Compet¬ 
ing swirls of lilac-gray, orange, and green coloration envelop both 
sides with mottled golden and crimson undertones visible at select 
angles. The fields are reflective and the devices show bold striking 
definition. An appealing Seated dollar in all regards.

295 1873-S MS 64 PCGS. A low mintage (703,000 pieces) issue, the 
1873-S has long been considered one of the keys to the Trade dollar 
series. This is an original survivor whose frosty surfaces swirl 
beneath champagne-gray patina. While not complete, the strike is 
quite bold for the series and neither side shows any detracting abra¬ 
sions. Population: 7 in 64, only 3 finer. 

296 1874-CC MS 64 NGC. According to Q. David Bowers in his book 
Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States: A Complete 
Encyclopedia, “The 1874-CC is one of the rarest of all Trade dollars 
in high mint state grades: very few are known to exist.” This coin is 
one of only 9 examples to receive an MS 64 grade from NGC, and 
it is bettered by a scant 4 pieces. Lightly toned in natural hues of 
golden-gray, the surfaces are richly frosted and quite powerfully 
defined for the series. There are no mentionable distractions on 
either side of this premium quality specimen. 

297 1875 MS 64 NGC. Crimson-copper iridescence dances across both 
sides of this frosty, sharply struck example. There do not appear to 
be any marks that would bar this coin from an even higher grade. 
The 1875 Trade dollar, of which only 218,900 pieces were produced, 
is an understandably difficult issue to locate in all grades. 

298 1875-S MS 64 NGC. The otherwise golden-gray surfaces show del¬ 
icate crimson accents about the upper left obverse rim. The frosty 
luster rolls gently around both sides and the strike is adequate for the 
series. A popular issue among high quality type collectors. 

299 1876-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. This 
sharply defined CC Trade dollar shows unfortunately hairlined fea¬ 
tures. Both sides have started to retone in golden shades. 

300 1876-CC AU 58 NGC. Bright and essentially brilliant-white despite 
delicate pastel overtones. This is a scarcer CC-mint issue with an 
original mintage of only 509,000 pieces. 

301 1877-S Doubled Die Reverse, Die 2 MS 63 ANACS. Under magni¬ 
fication, the doubling is evident on some of the numerals and letters 
below the eagle. The modestly prooflike surfaces sparkle beneath 
dusky, lilac-gray iridescence. Sharply struck for the series and quite 
smooth for the grade.

302 1880PR66NGC.A simply stunning representative of this desirable 
proof-only issue, the flashy surfaces show mottled gold, orange-rus¬ 
set, and electric-blue iridescence throughout. The surfaces are free of 
even the most inconsequential hairline and the eye appeal alone 
would qualify this piece for a Superb Gem grade. 

303 1882 PR 63 PCGS. The overall eye appeal of this untoned example 
is superior for the grade. Deep and glassy, the fields present adequate 
contrast to the thinly frosted devices. Minimally marked, this is an 
attractive survivor of this popular proof-only issue. 
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304 1883 PR 65 NGC. The strike is razor sharp throughout, but the mir¬

309 1878-CC MS 64 NGC. Untoned and frosty with no mentionable 
abrasions. 

310 1878-S MS 65 PCGS. The mottled orange-gold iridescence is much 
more extensive on the obverse of this frosty first-year Morgan. 

311 1878-S MS 66 NGC. This first-year Gem is a spectacular piece. Bril¬ 
liant-white in appearance with stunning cartwheel luster and bold 
striking qualities. 

312 1878-S MS 66 PCGS. A lovely Gem, the nearly brilliant surfaces 
show smooth, sharply impressed features and no bagmarks. 

313 1879 MS 65 NGC. This is a lovely Gem whose smooth, lustrous sur¬ 
faces show mottled golden-lilac iridescence. 

314 1879-CC MS 64 PCGS. Although uniformly frosted, the surfaces 
show noticeably brighter fields and sharply struck devices. Delicate 
rose-gray patina confirms this coin’s originality and impart the look 
of an even higher grade.

All coins have been certified by NGC and 
show essentially untoned features. (Total: 5 coins) 

327 1880-S MS 64 NGC; 1881-S MS 64; 1887 MS 64; 1899-0 MS 64; 
and a 1900-0 MS 64. All coins are NGC encapsulated and show 
either frosty-white or delicately patinated features. (Total; 5 coins) 

328 1880-S MS 64 NGC, three examples; and (2) 1881-S MS 64. All 
coins are NGC certified and show the razor sharp striking detail that 
characterizes many early S-mint Morgans. (Total: 5 coins) 

329 1880-S MS 64 NGC; 1881-S MS 64; 1884 MS 64; and (2) 1900-0 
MS 64. All coins are NGC encapsulated and show either brilliant- 
white or lightly patinated surfaces.

Essentially golden in appearance with iso¬ 
lated areas of darker russet patina. This is a lustrous, yet baggy 
example of this popular Morgan variety. 

353 1882-O/S MS 62 NGC. The otherwise smooth surfaces show numer¬ 
ous small abrasions on and before Liberty’s portrait. Remarkably 
lustrous for the grade with bold definition on the undermintmark.

Sharply struck and premium quality even for the 
respected MS 65 grade. 

363 1884 MS 65 NGC. Satiny and uncommonly free from abrasions with 
a brilliant-white appearance on each side. 

364 1884-0 MS 65 NGC, pale golden color overlays the obverse; and an 
1886 MS 65 NGC, the otherwise frosty-white surfaces show a thin 
russet peripheral crescent in the left obverse field. (Total: 2 coins) 
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365 1884-0 MS 65 NGC, two examples, both coins are essentially bril¬ 
liant and show suitable striking detail; and an 1886 MS 65 NGC, 
brilliant-white on the obverse with mottled orange-russet rim 
accents on the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

366 1884-0 MS 65 NGC; 1886 MS 65; 1900-0 MS 65. All coins are 
NGC certified and show scattered light iridescence over scintillating 
mint frost (Total: 3 coins)

Silver-gray patina coats each side and is 
accented with mottled golden-russet shadings. 

371 1886 MS 65 NGC, two examples, both coins show richly frosted 
features and pale golden-russet toning crescents about the denticles 
before the obverse portrait.

64, the smoky-lilac patina is markedly more extensive on the 
obverse; 1899-0 MS 64, mottled russet iridescence is noted on the 
obverse, the reverse is brilliant; 1899-0 golden-gray in appearance; 
and a 1900-0 MS 64, lightly toned with a few wispy obverse marks. 
All coins are NGC encapsulated. (Total: 5 coins) 

378 1887-0 MS 64 PCGS. Mottled russet and lavender peripheral iri¬ 
descence frames the nearly brilliant, lightly marked centers. 

379 1888 MS 65 PCGS, two examples, both are frosty-white and pris¬ 
tine. (Total: 2 coins) 

380 1888 MS 65 NGC, this is a lightly toned Gem; and a 1900 MS 65 
NGC, nearly brilliant with needle sharp definition. (Total: 2 coins)

385 1889-CC AU 58 ANACS. The lightly toned surfaces are predomi¬ 
nantly bright with ample remaining frosty luster. Sharply defined 
and free of noteworthy circulation marks, this is an attractive near- 
Mint survivor of this prized Carson City Morgan. 

386 1890 MS 64 NGC; and an 1899 MS 64 NGC. Both examples show 
lightly toned surfaces and a few wispy abrasions. (Total: 2 coins) 

387 1890 MS 65 NGC. Readily available in lower grades, the 1890 
Morgan dollar is an elusive issue at the Gem level despite an origi¬ 
nal mintage of more than 16.8 million pieces. This is a frosty, 
sharply struck specimen whose surfaces are free of both toning and 
distracting bagmarks. 

388 1890-CC MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck, untoned, and typically 
marked for the MS 63 level. 

389 1890-S MS 65 NGC. Beautifully toned in mottled champagne-apri¬ 
cot patina over lustrous, Gem quality surfaces. The razor sharp strike 
does full justice to a Morgan dollar from the San Francisco Mint. 

390 1891 MS 64 PCGS. Splotchy russet patina is noted on the obverse, 
but the balance of the surfaces are untoned and frosty-white in 
appearance. 

391 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. The apricot-gray surfaces show needle 
sharp definition and swirling cartwheel effects. 

392 1892 MS 64 ANACS. The frosty-white surfaces appear to be con¬ 
servatively graded at the MS 64 level. 

393 1892 MS 65 NGC. Of the slightly more than 1 million Morgan dol¬ 
lars produced at the Philadelphia Mint in 1892, precious few sur¬ 
vivors have qualified for an MS 65 grade. An essentially unmarked 
coin, the surfaces glisten with frosty luster and razor sharp defini¬ 
tion. 

394 1892 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. This is a pleasing Morgan dollar 
whose smoky-apricot surfaces show noticeable brightness in the 
fields. Temptingly close to an even higher grade. 

395 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. This is an attractive coin for the grade that 
shows silver-white surfaces and no mentionable abrasions. Scarce 
and costly any finer. 

396 1892-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. Bright and 
untoned with scattered hairlines and an overall scuffy appearance. 

397 1892-S AU 55 NGC. Untoned with a somewhat scuffy, silver-white 
appearance. Although lightly rubbed, this is a suitably detailed sur¬ 
vivor of this conditionally challenging S-mint delivery. 

398 1892-S AU 58 NGC. With an original mintage of only 1.2 million 
pieces and a poor rate of survival in Mint State, the 1892-S Morgan 
is a desirable issue at the Choice AU level. This is an original, attrac¬ 
tive coin whose surfaces are remarkably smooth for a circulated sil¬ 
ver dollar. The otherwise lilac-gray coloration deepens to orange- 
russet and electric-blue hues about the peripheries. 

399 1893 MS 64 PCGS. The frosty, faintly toned surfaces reveal no 
detracting abrasions. A popular issue with an original mintage of 
only 378,792 pieces. 
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400 1893-CC MS 62 Prooflike PCGS. This scarce Morgan dollar issue 
is particularly desirable with a prooflike finish. The devices are 
somewhat weakly impressed on the highpoints, but both sides show 
modest contrast. Typically marked for the grade with a fresh, 
untoned appearance. 

401 1893-0 MS 63 PCGS. Quite well defined in the centers for an O- 
mint dollar from the 1890s, this is a lovely Select representative of 
this low mintage (300,000 pieces), conditionally scarce issue. Pale 
gold iridescence blankets both sides and lessens the visual impact of 
the scattered bagmarks. Bright and lustrous. 

402 1893-S VF 25 NGC. A suitable representation of this Morgan dollar 
rarity, the lilac-charcoal surfaces show noticeable wear and a few 
abrasions on Liberty’s cheek. Otherwise problem-free for the grade. 

403 1893-S XF 40 NGC. A lightly worn example of this perennially pop¬ 
ular Morgan, the surfaces show rich lilac-gray patina that deepens 
about the peripheries. The few circulation marks are well scattered 
and largely concealed from view. Suitably detailed and a find for the 
Morgan dollar specialist. 

404 1896 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant, smooth, and suggestive of an even 
higher grade. 

405 1897-0 MS 64 NGC. The 1897-0 Morgan is as difficult to locate in 
attractive Uncirculated condition as the legendary 1896-0. A love¬ 
ly coin for both the issue and the grade, the frosty, silver-white sur¬ 
faces are sharply defined with the exception of the central obverse. 
Minimally abraded and undeniably near-Gem in quality. 

406 1897-S MS 65 PCGS. This is a powerfully impressed Morgan whose 
surfaces glow with swirling cartwheel luster. 

407 1897-S MS 66 NGC. The brilliant-white surfaces show cartwheel 
frost and razor sharp definition. Quite scarce at this level. 

408 1898-S MS 64 PCGS. Golden-gray tinted throughout with deeper 
lilac shades on the reverse. A few wispy abrasions bar this sharply 
struck example from a coveted Gem grade. 

409 1899 MS 65 PCGS. This is a crisply detailed Gem whose surfaces 
are devoid of even the faintest toning. 

410 1899-0 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, with the exception of one coin that 
shows a lilac-gray reverse, all examples are untoned and frosty- 
white in appearance. (Total: 5 coins) 

411 1899-0 MS 64 NGC, two examples; and (2) 1900-0 MS 64 NGC. 
All coins are lightly patinated and crisply detailed. (Total: 4 coins) 

412 1899-0 MS 64 NGC, four pieces, all coins are either brilliant-white 
or tightly toned. (Total: 4 coins) 

413 1899-0 MS 65 NGC, the otherwise silver-gray surfaces show mot¬ 
tled olive-gold peripheral accents; and a 1900-0 MS 65 NGC, the 
speckled champagne-gray iridescence is somewhat deeper on the 
obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

414 1900-0 MS 64 NGC, four examples, all coins show decided golden 
casts and typical O-mint impressions. (Total: 4 coins) 

415 1900-0 MS 65 NGC, three pieces, all coins are sharply struck, tight¬ 
ly toned, and undeniably pristine. (Total: 3 coins) 

416 1900-0 MS 65 NGC, two examples, the coins show either cham¬ 
pagne-orange or pale golden iridescence on the obverse. (Total: 2 
pieces) 

417 1900-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Essentially brilliant with no men- 
tionable abrasions. 

418 1901 MS 63 NGC. A solid Mint State example of this conditionally 
rare, key date Morgan dollar. The satiny luster sparkles beneath 
splotchy olive-russet coloration. A few small abrasions account for 
the grade, but each side shows above average definition for this typ¬ 
ically weakly impressed issue. This coin represents a radical depar¬ 
ture from the average 1901 Morgan in terms of both technical qual¬ 
ity and eye appeal. 


1902-0 MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned with bold striking definition. 

420 1903 MS 65 PCGS. Untoned with the exception of delicate russet 
rim accents. 

421 1903 MS 66 NGC. Superb in every respect, the surfaces exhibit 
vibrant luster, bold definition, and untoned features on both sides. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

422 1880 PR 66 NGC. The obverse shows rich charcoal toning with 
splotchy purple-tan overtones. The reverse is somewhat more attrac¬ 
tive with crimson and electric-blue peripheral toning about the gold¬ 
en-orange center. Clean and problem-free with glassy features that 
are visible at select angles. 

423 1886 PR 64 PCGS. The obverse reflectivity is slightly subdued by 
a moderate coating of lavender-violet toning that yields to olive- 
green shades at the border. Significantly brighter, the reverse 
sparkles beneath mottled russet-brown and olive iridescence. 
Sharply struck with surfaces that are suggestive of a full Gem grade. 

424 1890 PR 67 NGC. The otherwise charcoal-violet, blue, and crimson 
obverse toning yields to a swath of brilliance in the lower right quad¬ 
rant. The reverse shows a thinner veil of antique-gold iridescence 
throughout. Pristine and attractive, the 1890 boasts one of the lower 
mintages among proof Morgans at 590 pieces. 

425 1894 PR 62 PCGS. Noticeably hairlined, yet deeply reflective 
beneath smoky-gray iridescence. There are no individually distract¬ 
ing handling marks on either side. 

426 1901—Proof, Cleaned—ANACS. Although not graded on the 
insert, we believe that PR 50 Cleaned adequately describes this 
coin’s preservation. The scuffy, muted surfaces show mottled russet 
iridescence and a few sizeable abrasions on Liberty’s cheek. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

427 1921 MS 63 PCGS. Seemingly conservatively graded at the Select 
BU level with soft pastel-lilac overtones. 

428 1921 MS 64 PCGS. This golden colored example shows smooth sur¬ 
faces and striking detail that is quite bold for the issue. 

429 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned in golden shades and free of indi¬ 
vidually detracting bagmarks. 

430 1922-D MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned with frosty, mark-free surfaces 
and sharp definition. 

431 1923 MS 67 NGC. An otherwise easily obtainable P-mint issue in 
an uncommon grade, this coin represents perfection in a Peace dol¬ 
lar. The richly frosted surfaces cartwheel beneath powder-gold iri¬ 
descence. Expertly struck, both sides show crisp definition and 
silky-smooth features. NGC and PCGS combined report only 30 
examples in MS 67 with none finer. 

432 1924-S MS 64 PCGS. The otherwise golden colored surfaces deep¬ 
en to mottled russet accents about the rims. Free of all but the most 
trivial bagmarks and rather well struck for an S-mint Peace dollar. 

433 1925 MS 65 NGC; and a 1925 MS 65 PCGS. Pale golden patina 
blankets both of these Gem quality Peace dollars. (Total: 2 coins) 

434 1927 MS 65 PCGS. A pleasing Gem, both sides show light golden 
toning over nicely struck features. Always popular because of its low 
mintage. 

435 1927 MS 65 PCGS. Frosty and lightly toned, the surfaces do not 
reveal any unduly bothersome imperfections. Nicely struck. 
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436 1927 MS 66 NGC. The popular 1927 Peace dollar boasts an origi¬ 
nal mintage of only 848,000 pieces. This is a Condition Census 
example that is unbeatable in terms of technical and aesthetic merit. 
The originally patinated, golden-honey surfaces show above average 
detail for the series. Modest, yet attractive cartwheel effects round 
out this coin’s impressive eye appeal. NGC and PCGS combined 
report only 5 examples in MS 66 with none finer. 

437 1934 MS 65 NGC. Frosty and sharply struck with a decided golden- 
tan cast on both sides. The carefully preserved surfaces are sugges¬ 
tive of an even higher grade. 


438 1934 MS 65 NGC. A satiny Gem with delicate golden patina and 
freckled russet accents. Sharply defined. 

439 1934-S MS 63 PCGS. Although there are a few surface abrasions on 
the obverse, this lustrous key date specimen would fit nicely in any 
Uncirculated Peace dollar collection. 

440 1935 MS 65 PCGS. This is a frosty, sharply struck survivor of this 
scarcer P-mint Peace dollar. Mark-free and nearly untoned. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLDS 


441 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 62 PCGS. The bright, yellow-gold sur¬ 
faces are somewhat subdued in luster quality. Nicely impressed and 
relatively smooth. 

442 1922 Grant with Star MS 67 NGC. This coin was previously 
offered as lot 6595 in our February 2000 Long Beach Sale, where it 
was described as: “With smooth surfaces and rich, orange-gold 
color, this is simply a beautiful coin. Both sides are sharply struck 
and crisply detailed. One of only 5,016 pieces struck and anything 
but common in this respected grade.” 

443 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Nearly pristine with orange- 
gold and green-gold color swirls. 

444 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 PCGS. This is an elusive Gem qual¬ 
ity representative of this otherwise readily available gold commem. 
The rich endowment of mint luster cartwheels around the green-gold 
surfaces. As befits this respected grade, both sides are free of dis¬ 
tracting abrasions. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


445 1849-D MS 62 NGC. Since a decent number of examples were 
saved, this first-year issue is the most common gold dollar from the 
Dahlonega Mint. Nevertheless, the typically encountered grade in 
today’s market is either XF or AU, a fact that underscores the impor¬ 
tance of this BU specimen. The smooth, green-gold surfaces are sug¬ 
gestive of a higher grade. As befits the issue, the strike is among the 
sharpest one is likely to encounter on a D-mint gold dollar and all 
major features stand out with crisp definition. A flashy, important 
coin that belongs in a prized gold collection. 

446 1853 MS 62 PCGS. Muted luster confirms the validity of the low 
Mint State grade. Relatively mark-free with pleasing yellow-gold 
color. 

447 1853 MS 63 NGC. This is an affordable coin for Mint State type pur¬ 
poses. The lustrous, yellow-gold surfaces are quite clean and at the 
threshold of a near-Gem grade. 

448 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Tan-gold in color with a few scattered 
circulation marks. A desirable near-Mint representative of this short¬ 
lived type. 

449 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Golden-rose in color with few dis¬ 
tracting circulation marks. Ample luster re mains in the protected 
areas. 

450 1854 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. A few obverse marks serve to limit 
the grade of this popular and desirable gold dollar. Predominantly 
green-gold in appearance, the surfaces show rich orange overtones 
at select angles. 
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451 1854 Type Two MS 65 NGC. Despite small mintages, heavy circu¬ 
lation, and widespread melting, the 1854 Type Two gold dollar is a 
surprisingly common type coin. Gold enthusiasts and type collec¬ 
tors, however, exert such tremendous pressure on the surviving high 
grade specimens that this issue always commands a lofty price. This 
is a richly colored Gem whose surfaces alternate between orange- 
gold and green-gold coloration as the coin rotates beneath a light. 
Both sides show the typical clashmarks for the issue, but the lustrous 
features are free of post-production detractions. Nicely defined and 
a solid addition to any Gem quality collection. 

452 1855 AU 58 PCGS. The bright, yellow-gold surfaces are quite 
smooth for a circulated gold coin. The strike is adequate for the issue 
and ample luster is evident on both sides. 

453 1855 AU 58 PCGS. Richly colored in golden-orange shades with 
relatively few abrasions for the grade. Always popular as an afford¬ 
able representative of this short-lived type. 

454 1858-D MS 63 PCGS. Despite the fact that it is among the more 
available D-mint gold dollars in circulated grades, the 1858-D is an 
undeniable rarity in Mint State. There are perhaps 12-13 Uncirculat¬ 
ed survivors extant today, of which this is the second finest that we 
have handled over the past year. We recently offered the MS 61 
PCGS example from the North Georgia Collection in our 1999 FUN 
Sale, an MS 62 PCGS piece in the same sale, the MS 65 NGC exam¬ 
ple in the William Miller Collection in our February 1999 Long 
Beach Sale, and another MS 62 PCGS example from the Chestatee 
Collection in our 1999 Chicago ANA Sale. In his book on D-mint 
gold coins, Doug Winter lists a single MS 63 example at the upper 
end of the Condition Census, but he was not able to trace the coin’s 
pedigree. 

This is a nicely produced coin for the issue whose devices show 
above average detail. The uniformly frosted surfaces show some¬ 
what brighter fields. Original shades of orange-gold and green-gold 
color are evident at select angles and there are few distracting abra¬ 
sions for the grade. A small planchet flaw (as struck) in the field 
before Liberty’s forehead should help establish the pedigree of this 
important Condition Census gold dollar. 

455 1860-S XF 45 PCGS. Honey-gold in color with no menhonable 
impairments for the grade. 

456 1860-S MS 63 PCGS. Only 13,000 coins were produced in this, the 
second to last year of gold dollar production at the San Francisco 
Mint. Survivors are scarce in all grades and nearly on par with the 
preceding four S-mint issues in terms of overall rarity. The otherwise 
green-gold surfaces show delicate champagne overtones and crisp 
detail throughout. A few wispy abrasions account for the grade, but 
we stress that none of these features are worthy of individual men¬ 
tion. This is a coin that belongs in an advanced gold collection. 

CERTIFIED PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 


457 1886 PR 66 NGC. In terms of overall rarity, the 125 surviving 1886 

proof gold dollars are comparable to those of the other post-1883 
issues. In high grades, however, this issue is quite difficult to locate 
as most known examples show impairments of one kind or another. 
This lovely Gem is among the finest certified and is bettered by a 
lone PR 67 PCGS specimen. Although not deeply cameoed, the sur¬ 
faces show a markedly brighter appearance in the fields. The devices 
are fully brought up in all areas and the overall color is honey-gold 
in tint. A small planchet flaw (as produced) in the obverse field 
before Liberty’s nose is a useful pedigree marker. 
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CERTIFIED EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 

458 1807 VF 20 PCGS. Evenly worn with predominantly problem-free 
surfaces. A few small indentations are noted in the left obverse field, 
but the sandy-gold surfaces are otherwise quite attractive. The most 
available Capped Bust Right quarter eagle despite a paltry original 
mintage of 6,812 pieces. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

459 1834 Classic XF 45 NGC. The green-gold surfaces show scattered 
circulation marks and pleasing overall definition. A relatively afford¬ 
able type coin candidate. 

460 1838-C AU 58 NGC. The first of the Charlotte Mint’s quarter eagle 
deliveries, the 1838-C is one of only two C-mint issues in the Clas¬ 
sic Head series. Of the 7,880 coins produced, survivors above the 
XF 45 level are scarce. Both sides of this partially lustrous, green- 
gold example display bold striking definition and relatively few 
abrasions for a circulated gold coin. The characteristic repunching 
on the mintmark is readily visible under magnification. A definite 
find for the high quality C-mint gold specialist. Population: 7 in 58, 
9 finer. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

461 1842-0 MS 60 NGC. The 1842-0, of which only 19,800 pieces 
were produced, is a legendary rarity in all Mint State grades. In fact, 
only 13 Uncirculated examples have been graded by the two major 
services, some of which are likely resubmissions. This is a very well 
produced coin for the issue with bold definition that wanes only 
slightly over the eagle’s left (facing) left feathers. Although some¬ 
what lackluster, the orange-gold surfaces are relatively clean and 
have the look of a higher grade. A rare opportunity to acquire this 
underappreciated O-mint quarter eagle. 

462 1847-0 AU 50 PCGS. Ex: Pittman. Only 124,000 quarter eagles 
were struck at the New Orleans Mint in 1847, and survivors are quite 
scarce at the AU level. This is a somewhat weakly struck, although 
problem-free example that shows even tan-gold coloration. 

Ex: William Donlon Sale (Kosojf, 11/56), lot 1189D, where it real¬ 
ized $11; Pittman Sale (Akers, 5/98), lot 1758, where it realized 
$605. 

463 1848-C MS 61 PCGS. While a fairly common coin in lower grades, 

the ‘48-C is difficult to locate above the XF level. Even if one were 
to encounter a Mint State representative, the eye appeal would most 
likely be limited due to poor striking characteristics. In stark con¬ 
trast, this is an appealing coin despite the seemingly conservative 
MS 61 grade. The strike is even and exceptionally bold for the issue. 
The number of abrasions are anything but excessive for the grade, 
but the green-gold surfaces are somewhat deficient in luster. Deli¬ 
cate crimson-gold overtones are noted on both sides and confirm this 
coin’s originality. 

To date, NGC and PCGS combined report one coin in MS 60, 
seven pieces in MS 61, and three specimens in MS 62. Several of 
these coins may represent resubmissions as Doug Winter reports 
only three Mint State 1848-C quarter eagles on today’s market. The 
finest was offered by Bowers & Merena in October 1977 as part of 
the Harry Lambom Collection. That coin grades MS 63 or there¬ 
abouts. The second finest known, according to Winter, is the sharply 
struck MS 60 PCGS specimen that we offered as part of the North 
Georgia Collection in our 1999 FUN Sale. Winter then lists two 
poorly struck MS 61 examples, one graded by PCGS and the other 
by NGC. We offered the MS 61 NGC coin from the William Miller 
Collection in our February 1999 Long Beach Sale but, as Winter 
does not give pedigree markers on the coins in his Condition Cen¬ 
sus, we cannot say for certain if this is the same MS 61 NGC exam¬ 
ple that he listed. Now we come to this coin. Since this is a sharply 
struck piece, we are certain that Winter would have rated it above the 
MS 60 PCGS coin from the North Georgia Collection, an assump¬ 
tion that now makes this coin the second finest certified survivor of 
this important C-mint issue. 



1849-C AU 58 NGC. Although overlooked for many years, the 
1849-C is among the most difficult C-mint quarter eagles to locate 
in any grade and survivors are apt to grade no higher than XF 45. At 
the near-Mint level the issue is unquestionably rare. This is an orig- 
inal, golden-tan piece whose surfaces are minimally abraded for a 
product of the North Carolina branch mint. This is a nicely defined, 
important coin that boasts above average eye appeal for the issue. 
Only 8 examples have been certified in AU 58 by both major grad¬ 
ing services and they are surpassed by 2 Mint State pieces. 

1854-C MS 61 NGC Among the more appealing ‘54-C quarter 
eagles that we have handled, this coin is superior to the MS 60 
PCGS example that we offered as part of the North Georgia Collec¬ 
tion in our landmark 1999 FUN Sale. This coin is probably one of 
the two MS 61 NGC examples that Winter ranks as the third and 
fourth finest known survivors of the issue. The small abrasion that 
comes off the right foot of the final A in AMERICA should serve as 
an adequate pedigree marker. A lovely coin for the issue, both sides 
lack the heavy abrasions that often plague survivors of this issue. In 
fact, were it not for muted frosty luster, this specimen would cer¬ 
tainly warrant a high® grade. While the strike is typically soft, the 
honey-gold surfaces reveal all major design elements. One of only 
7,295 pieces produced and a low end Condition Census example. 

1859-S MS 61 NGC. Fewer than 125 1859-S quarter eagles are 
extant today from an original mintage of 15,200 pieces, and few of 
these coins grade above the AU level. In fact, NGC and PCGS com¬ 
bined report only 12 examples in all Mint State grades. A bright and 
relatively clean example, the surfaces are confined to the MS 61 
level due to muted frosty luster. The sharply struck, copper-gold sur¬ 
faces are, nonetheless, rather attractive for the issue. 

1872-S AU 58 NGC. Although just below the Condition Census for 
the issue, this near-Mint coin is among the finest certified survivors 
of this conditionally challenging S-mint issue. The combination of a 
limited original mintage (18,000 pieces) and heavy circulation 
explains why fewer than 175 1872-S quarter eagles remain for the 
benefit of today’s collectors. This bright, copper-gold coin shows 
relatively smooth surfaces for a circulated gold coin. Suitably 
defined, moderately prooflike, and quite appealing overall. 

1875-S MS 61 NGC. A scarcer Coronet quarter eagle with only 
11,600 pieces produced, this sharply struck example is superior to 
the typically encountered, poorly defined survivor. The rich endow¬ 
ment of mint frost and rich orange-gold coloration combine to give 
this minimally marked coin the look of a significantly higher grade. 
Population: 8 in 61, only 4 finer. 

1878-S MS 61 PCGS. Lustrous and smooth, the orange-gold fea¬ 
tures have legitimate claim to a higher grade. 

1890 MS 62 NGC. Both sides are tinted a soft reddish hue and 
exhibit a pleasing mixture of satiny and cartwheel luster. The reverse 
is modestly abraded, but a couple of more visible marks are found 
on the obverse. One of just 8,720 pieces struck. 

1900 MS 67 NGC. A spectacular example of this tum-of-the-centu- 
ry Liberty Head quarter eagle, the golden-rose surfaces show richly 
colored, frosty features. Both sides are powerfully struck and there 
are no apparent distractions. NGC and PCGS combined report only 
11 examples in MS 67 with none finer. 

1907 MS 65 NGC. A frosty Gem, both sides show pinpoint striking 
definition and smooth, orange-gold features. This piece would make 
a lovely addition to any high quality collection. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


1911 MS 63 NGC. Orange-gold in color with clean surfaces that are 
indicative of the near-Gem level. 

1912 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with copper-gold highlights and a 
minimal number of abrasions for the MS 63 level. 

1914-D MS 61 PCGS. This is a very appealing representative of this 
scarcer Indian Head quarter eagle. Rich crimson-gold coloration 
redeems the somewhat lackluster surfaces. 

1914-D MS 62 NGC. Attractive color with a few small marks on 
each side. 
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477 1925-D MS 63 PCGS. This richly colored, orange-gold quarter eagle 
shows a few grade-defining abrasions in the obverse field before the 
Indian’s nose and in the reverse field. 

478 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Tan-gold in appearance with smooth, seem¬ 
ingly conservatively graded surfaces. 

479 1925-D MS 65 NGC. An attractive, although somewhat weakly 
struck Gem, the surfaces show smooth features from rim to rim. 
Original copper-rose overtones further enhance this coin’s desirabil¬ 
ity for high quality type purposes. 

480 1926 MS 63 NGC. Bright and minimally marked for the grade with 
golden-rose overtones. 

481 1926 MS 63 PCGS. The richly colored, copper-gold features have 
the look of a higher grade. 

482 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Intermingled swirls of tan-gold and yellow-gold 
luster compete for dominance on both sides of this nearly pristine 
example. 

483 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and sharply struck with a few wispy 
abrasions in the reverse field. 

484 1928 MS 64 PCGS. Were it not for one or two inconsequential abra¬ 
sions in the reverse field, this sharply struck example would easily 
qualify for an even higher grade. 

485 1929 MS 63 PCGS. The frosty, champagne-gold surfaces have some 
claim to a higher grade. 


CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


486 1855-S AU 58 PCGS. The 1855-S has an original mintage of only 
6,000 pieces and, as such, the issue has legitimate claim to the title 
of rarest business strike in the three dollar gold series. Since most 
examples are well circulated, coins in or near Mint State are 
“extremely rare” according to Breen. Sharply struck throughout, the 
surfaces show nearly -complete luster and original copper-rose iri¬ 
descence. Both sides are exceptionally clean for both the issue and 
the grade. Population: 4 in 58, only 2 finer. 

487 1878 MS 62 PCGS. Rich copper highlights decorate both sides of 
this frosty three dollar. The nicely struck features are quite smooth 
and suggestive of a higher grade. An important Mint State represen¬ 
tative of this odd gold denomination. 

488 1879 MS 64 PCGS. A moderately scarce issue, the present speci¬ 
men is one of only 3,000 pieces initially produced. This is a beauti¬ 
ful prooflike coin whose richly frosted devices show pinpoint strik¬ 
ing definition throughout. Predominantly green-gold in color with 
pleasing rose overtones, this is a desirable, nearly Gem quality three 
dollar. 


CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 


489 1838-D MS 62 PCGS. Although less rare than its mintage of 20,583 

pieces might suggest, this issue is the first D-mint half eagle and, as 
such, the survivors enjoy considerable popularity among gold spe¬ 
cialists. In addition, this is the only Classic Head five dollar struck 
at the Georgia facility. This is a bright, green-gold example whose 
surfaces show considerable luster for the grade. Both sides reveal a 
few scattered abrasions, but the bold striking definition ensures this 
coin’s overall pleasing appearance. To date, this example is one of 
the 12 finest certified 1838-D half eagles between both major grad¬ 
ing services. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


490 1842 Large Letters AU 53 PCGS. The 1842 Large Utters half 

eagle was struck well after the initial delivery of its Small Utters 
counterpart and examples comprise the minority of the issue’s total 
mintage of 27,578 pieces. Understandably scarcer in all grades, this 
is a desirable, lightly worn example. Well defined, the surfaces retain 
considerable evidence of the prooflike finish. Both sides show orig¬ 
inal green-gold coloration and there are two moderate abrasions on 
Liberty’s cheek that we mention for accuracy. An important coin, 
nonetheless, and a find for the gold date collector. 


491 1843-C MS 63 NGC. Only 95-105 1843-C fives are believed extant 
out of a total mintage of 44,277 pieces. While many of these coins 
grade XF or lower, this lot offers one of the 15 certified Mint State 
representatives available to today’s gold specialists. This is one of 
the two finest examples known to NGC and the surfaces are bright 
and lustrous. Both sides are green-gold in appearance with relative¬ 
ly bold striking definition for a product of the Charlotte Mint. A 
small milling mark in the reverse field to the left of the eagle’s beak 
is mentioned solely as a pedigree identifier. 

492 1846-C AU 58 PCGS. This is a heavily circulated issue despite an 
original mintage of only 12,995 pieces. This issue is tied with the 
1844-C for third rarest honest among C-mint half eagles after the 
1842-C Small Date and 1840-C. There are only 75-85 1846-C half 
eagles extant in all grades and fewer than 12 specimens fall into the 
AU level. In higher grades, therefore, this issue is more difficult to 
locate than the 1844-C. This golden-tan example displays relatively 
smooth surfaces for the issue with ample remaining definition. Prob¬ 
lem-free for the grade and a strong candidate for inclusion in the 
finest gold collection. We are aware of only two Mint State 1846-C 
half eagles, a fact that places this Choice About Uncirculated exam¬ 
ple within the upper Condition Census for the issue. 

493 1847 MS 62 PCGS. Despite its status as one of the four or five most 
common No Motto fives on today’s market. Mint State 1847 half 
eagles are always in demand among high quality type collectors. 
This is a bright yellow-gold example with semi-reflective brilliance 
in the fields. Unusually well struck for an early Liberty Head five 
and premium quality for the grade. 

494 1850-C MS 61 NGC. The 1850-C boasts an original mintage of 
63,591 pieces and, as such, it is among the more available Charlotte 
Mint half eagles from the early 1850s. There are, however, only 
seven or eight Uncirculated survivors, of which this coin is tied for 
third finest with the MS 61 PCGS example that we offered as part of 
the North Georgia Collection in our 1999 FUN Sale. Sharply struck 
throughout with a well defined mintmark, this coin is an example of 
the Variety 14-F die marriage and the reverse shows the diagnostic 
crack from the rim above the U in UNITED to the eagle’s right leg. 
The surfaces have a rich golden-olive appearance and both sides 
show modest prooflike tendencies in the fields. There are no indi¬ 
vidually detracting abrasions. 

495 1851 MS 62 PCGS. A more difficult issue to locate than the 1847, 
1847-0,1848, and 1849, the 1851 Liberty Head eagle is in the same 
rarity class as the much better publicized 1840, 1841, 1842 (both 
varieties), and 1843. Typically encountered at the VF or XF levels, 
the present Mint State example is one of 11 finest examples certified 
by PCGS. The green-gold surfaces are relatively smooth and, at first 
glance, have the look of a significantly higher grade. Subdued frosty 
luster seems to confirm the MS 62 grade, but die overall eye appeal 
is exceptional for the issue. A fleeting opportunity for the high qual¬ 
ity gold collector. 

496 1851-C AU 55 NGC. This is the scarcest C-mint half eagle of the 
1849-1853 era and no more than 135 pieces are believed extant 
today. The vast majority of these pieces grade either VF or XF and 
there are only 18-19 AU specimens with six Mint State representa¬ 
tives. Although the central features are somewhat weakly impressed, 
the peripheries show above average definition for the issue. The 
moderately abraded surfaces are free of sizeable contact marks and 
both sides display rich green-gold coloration. An important near- 
Mint survivor and a coin that is knocking on the door of Condition 
Census status. 

497 1855-S AU 50 PCGS. Although not widely recognized as such, the 
1855-S is actually scarcer than its similarly dated counterparts from 
the Charlotte and Dahlonega Mints. An elusive find at the AU level, 
this coin shows moderately abraded, tan-gold surfaces and a bright 
overall appearance. 

498 1857-0 MS 61 NGC. The last of the No Motto O-mint eagles, the 
1857-0 is similar in rarity to the elusive 1855-0 and 1856-0. It is, 
however, more difficult to locate an attractive 1857-0 than it is to do 
so for any other New Orleans Mint eagle from the 1850s. This 
important survivor shows bright green-gold coloration and a definite 
prooflike appearance. The pinpoint striking definition is noteworthy 
for the issue and the surfaces are free of unduly distracting contact 
marks. This Condition Census coin is one of only 4 Mint State coins 
certified by both NGC and PCGS. A find for the gold specialist who 
demands the utmost in quality for his/her collection. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the February ‘00 Pobulation Rebort from PCQS; or the February ‘00 Census Report from NQC. 
All Trends are from February 17, 2000. 
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499 1857-S MS 61 NGC. Small S. This is one of only 5 certified Mint 
State survivors out of an original mintage of 87,000 coins. Compa¬ 
rable in rarity to the 1855-S and 1856-S, the 1857-S half eagle is typ¬ 
ically encountered at either the VF or XF levels—testimony to the 
heavy circulation that this issue experienced. This is a simply gor¬ 
geous coin whose partially lustrous surfaces glow with rich crisnson- 
copper coloration. Minimally marked for the grade with bold strik¬ 
ing detail. 

500 1873 Open 3 AU 58 NGC. The bright, yellow-gold surfaces show 
scattered circulation marks, none of which are individually bother¬ 
some. 

501 1879-S AU 53 NGC. Copper-gold in color with no more than the 
normal number of small abrasions for the grade. 

502 1879-S AU 58 NGC. Lightly marked for the grade with falsome 
frosty luster and bold definition. 

503 1879-S MS 63 NGC. With an original mintage of only 426.200 
pieces, it is little wonder than the ‘79-S Liberty Head half eag&e is a 
conditionally challenging issue that is difficult to locate above the 
MS 62 level. Fully struck with an abundance of deep reddish-ccange 
color, the surfaces show the normal number of small abrasions for 
the grade. Population: 9 in 63, 7 finer. 

504 1880 MS 62 NGC. Originally preserved frosty luster with a few too 
many bagmarks to warrant a higher grade. 

505 1880 MS 65 NGC. A common issue in lower grades, the 18SO five 
dollar is a rare find at the Gem level. This is a boldly impressed 
example whose surfaces show swirling cartwheel effects. Smooth 
from rim to rim with delicate golden-rose overtones. Population: 8 
in 65, only 1 finer. 

506 1881 MS 63 PCGS. The golden color of the coin is beginning to take 
on an orange cast. The strike is full and only a few small marks are 
visible to the naked eye. 

507 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Yellow-gold in color with ample frosty luster 
for the low Mint State grade. 

508 1882 MS 65 NGC. A noteworthy condition rarity, the 1882 half 
eagle reports only 15 MS 65 examples at both major grading ser¬ 
vices with one finer. The otherwise yellow-gold surfaces show deep¬ 
er green-orange patination throughout the central obverse, frosty, 
well struck, and free of mentionable abrasions. 

509 1882-S MS 63 NGC. This is a frosty, olive-gold and orange exam¬ 
ple whose surfaces are free of most distracting abrasions. 

510 1884 AU 58 NGC. The smooth, orange-gold surfaces provide above 
average eye appeal for the circulated grade. 

511 1884-S AU 58 NGC. Golden-rose in color with few noticeable cir¬ 
culation marks. 

512 1884-S MS 64 NGC. A true condition rarity among late date Liber¬ 
ty half eagles, this coin is one of the nine finest examples certified 
by both major grading services. The lustrous surfaces exhibit appeal¬ 
ing, yellow-gold coloration and no mentionable abrasions. 

513 1885-S MS 63 NGC. The relatively smooth, golden-rose surfaces 
are suggestive of an MS 64 grade. 

514 1886 MS 63 NGC. The bright, lustrous surfaces show the normal 
number of wispy abrasions for the MS 63 grade. 

515 1886-S MS 63 PCGS. The richly colored, orange-gold surfaces 
show pinpoint striking definition and a few wispy bagmarks. 

516 1886-SMS64 NGC. There are no individually distracting bagmarks 
on either side of this lustrous, yellow-gold five. 

517 1891 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous, yet somewhat baggy. 

518 1892 MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces display satiny luster and a deep 
golden appearance. A few small abrasions mostly on the obverse 
result in the grade. 


519 1892-CC XF 45 NGC. Minimally abraded for the grade with copper- 
gold color and ample remaining detail. 

520 1893 MS 65 NGC. Common in lower grades, this P-mint issue’s 
population falls off sharply above the MS 64 level. This is an 
intensely lustrous Gem whose smooth surfaces sparkle beneath rich 
orange-gold coloration. A find for the advanced type collector or 
high quality gold specialist. 

521 1893-S MS 62 NGC. The bright, lustrous surfaces display a few too 
many abrasions to warrant a higher grade. 

522 1894 MS 64 NGC. A lovely coin, the frosty surfaces are remarkably 
clean for the issue. Sharply struck with rich copper-gold overtones, 
this coin has the look of a full Gem grade. 

523 1895 MS 63 NGC. The frosty, golden-rose surfaces are suggestive 
of a higher grade. 

524 1895 MS 64 NGC. Nearly pristine with thick cartwheel frost and 
champagne-copper overtones. 

525 1895 MS 64 NGC. Richly colored in copper-rose shades, the sur¬ 
faces are sharply struck and free of noteworthy abrasions. 

526 1897 MS 64 NGC. With an original mintage of less than 900,000 
pieces, it is little wonder that this P-mint issue in a prized commod¬ 
ity at the MS 64 level. There are no significant abrasions on either 
side and the surfaces boast needle sharp definition and luster to 
spare.

An overlooked issue, the ‘97-S is 
equally as difficult to locate as the 1894-S, 1895-S, and 1896-S in 
higher grades. This is a beautiful near-Gem whose smooth surfaces 
are free of mentionable distractions. Sharply struck and orange-gold 
in color, this coin clearly numbers among die more attractive 1897- 
S fives available in today’s market. Population: 1 in 64, only 6 finer. 

528 1898 MS 63 NGC. The lustrous surfaces are remarkably clean for 
the assigned grade. 

529 1898 MS 63 PCGS. Minimally marked for the grade with rich crim¬ 
son-gold overtones. 

530 1899 MS 63 NGC. Neither side of this copper-gold half eagle 
reveals any unduly distracting abrasions. 

531 1899 MS 64 NGC. Frosty and essentially yellow-gold in color with 
delicate copper overtones. As befits the grade, there are no mention- 
able abrasions on either side. 

532 1899 MS 64 NGC. There do not appear to be any blemishes that 
would bar this coin from a full Gem grade. Frosty with competing 
green-gold and orange-gold coloration. 

533 1899 MS 64 PCGS. There do not appear to be any surfaces blem¬ 
ishes that would bar this frosty example from an even higher grade. 

534 1901 MS 63 NGC. Bright and lustrous with a few wispy abrasions 
on the central obverse. 

535 1901 MS 64 PCGS. A frosty near-Gem, the sharply struck features 
radiate through intense orange-gold overtones. 

536 1901/0-S MS 63 NGC. FS-006. This is a scarce issue that becomes 
increasingly difficult to obtain with grade. Frosty and orange-gold in 
appearance, the sharply defined surfaces reveal a few grade-defining 
abrasions on the obverse.

542 1907-D MS 64 NGC. Fully lustrous with only a few inconsequential 
abrasions. Champagne-gold in appearance. 

543 1907-D MS 64 PCGS. This deeply colored near-Gem shows scintil¬ 
lating mint frost and powerfully struck features. 

544 1908 MS 63 PCGS. Minimally abraded for the grade with rich 
orange-gold coloration. 

545 1908 MS 64 NGC. Were it not for a trivial contact mark before Lib¬ 
erty’s nose, the snappy, orange-gold surfaces would easily gamer a 
full Gem grade.

546 1878 PR 63 PCGS. Of the 20 proof half eagles produced by the 

Philadelphia Mint in 1878, fewer than 10 are believed extant in 
today’s market and this is the first example that we have handled in 
the past decade. The exceptionally deep fields contrast nicely with 
the modestly frosted devices. The rich, orange-gold color provides 
for outstanding eye appeal despite a few scattered, grade-defining 
marks on each side. We mention a small lint mark in the left reverse 
field between the D in UNITED and the eagle’s left(facing) wing for 
pedigree purposes. A fleeting opportunity for the advanced gold col¬ 
lector.

547 1908-D MS 63 NGC. Suitably lustrous with bold striking detail and 
the usual number of small, grade-defining abrasions. 

548 1908-S MS 66 PCGS. Given the issue’s limi ted mintage of 82,000 
pieces, it is not hard to imagine that the 1908-S is among the more 
popular coins in the Indian half eagle series. A disproportionately 
large number of Select and Choice quality examples are known, but 
at the Gem level, the issue reveals its true rarity. Many of the known 
Gems emerged in the Virgil Brand hoard and all of them, the present 
coin included, show a boldly defined mintmark. The beautiful 
honey-gold surfaces show a soft, frosty texture and pinpoint striking 
detail. Both sides are free of distracting abrasions, but there are a 
pair of well concealed alloy spots in the eagle’s plumage. This is, 
nevertheless, a gorgeous coin that should be important to high qual¬ 
ity gold collectors. Population: 13 in 66, only 5 finer. 

549 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. The muted yellow-gold surfaces, rather than 
numerous abrasions, seem to account for the MS 62 grade. 

550 1909-D MS 63 NGC. A few wispy bagmarks in the reverse field 
keep this orange-gold example from attaining a near-Gem grade. 
The strike is needle sharp throughout. 

551 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. A well struck example with marks and luster 
consistent with the grade. 

552 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Were it not for a few wispy abrasions, the 
sharply struck surfaces would easily qualify for a coveted near-Gem 
grade. 

553 1910 MS 62 PCGS. The golden-tan surfaces show razor sharp detail 
and a somewhat muted overall appearance. Relatively clean for the 
grade. 

554 1911 MS 62 NGC. The lightly marked, green-gold surfaces have the 
look of a higher grade. 

555 1911 MS 63 PCGS. Somewhat lackluster with sandy-gold color and 
clean surfaces. 

556 1911 MS 64 PCGS. A common issue through the lower Mint State 
grades, the 1911 is typically elusive at the Choice BU level. This 
richly colored, crimson-gold survivor shows a bold strike and crisp 
definition. Somewhat granular, as befits the issue, the surfaces are 
nearly mark-free and have the look of an even higher grade. 


1912 MS 63 PCGS. Honey-gold in appearance, the boldly detailed 
surfaces have the look of a higher grade. 

1913-S XF 45 PCGS. Typically struck with rich reddish-gold sur¬ 
faces. The fields are minimally abraded for the grade. 

1913- S AU 58 NGC. Light friction and a few scattered abrasions 
characterize this key date Indian Head five. 

1914- D MS 63 NGC. A scarce and underappreciated issue, the 
devices are well struck and both sides show few detractions for the 
MS 63 level. The rich, fire-red coloration would do justice to an MS 
65 Red large cent. This coin belongs in a collection of colorful gold 
coinage. 

1915 MS 63 NGC. The somewhat muted appearance seems to 
account for this otherwise attractive coin’s MS 63 grade.

1841 MS 60 PCGS. An important condition rarity above the XF 
level, the 1841 eagle boasts a total Mint State population of only 
fourteen pieces between both NGC and PCGS. The green-gold fea¬ 
tures show scattered abrasions and somewhat muted frosty luster. All 
major features are well brought up and the overall eye appeal is sug¬ 
gestive of a higher grade. 

1846 XF 45 PCGS. The sandy-gold surfaces show numerous small 
abrasions and typical definition for the grade. A much scarcer coin 
than even the low mintage of 20,095 pieces would indicate as most 
known examples grade VF. 

1847 MS 61 PCGS. An easily obtainable issue through the AU 
level, the 1847 becomes scarce to rare in Mint State. This coin shows 
moderately bright fields and thickly frosted devices. The scattered 
abrasions preclude a higher grade, but the olive-orange color pro¬ 
vides above average eye appeal for the MS 61 level. Population: 3 in 
61, 10 finer. 

1848-0 AU 53 PCGS. Along with the 1841-0 and 1849-0, the 
1848-0 is the rarest O-mint eagle struck in the 1840s. Only 35,850 
pieces were produced and the typically encountered grade among 
survivors is either VF or XF. This important AU example is remark¬ 
ably free of sizeable abrasions. The central features are suitably 
detailed for an early O-mint issue. Rich green-gold coloration and 
original copper highlights round out the appeal of this scarce gold 


1851 MS 61 NGC. This is a deeply colored, crimson-gold coin 
whose relatively mark-free surfaces are suggestive of a higher grade. 
The lackluster features do, however, confirm the MS 61 designation. 
Suitably defined, this is a undeniably important coin and one of the 
eleven finest certified examples between both major grading ser¬ 
vices. As a date, the 1851 eagle is much more difficult to obtain than 
any of the P-mint issues from 1843-1847. 

1852- 0 AU 58 PCGS. The 1852-0 boasts the second lowest 
mintage of all New Orleans Mint eagles produced to this point and 
survivors are nearly as rare as those of the 1848-0 and 1849-0 
issues. The typically encountered grade is either VF or XF and, since 
only 3 Mint State survivors have been certified to date, the present 
Choice About Uncirculated specimen is among the finest represen¬ 
tatives available in today’s market. The surfaces show bright, semi- 
reflective fields with honey-gold coloration. The striking quality is 
above average for a product of the New Orleans Mint and the over¬ 
all scuffy appearance does little to detract from this coin’s desirabil¬ 
ity. 

1853- 0 AU 58 NGC. What few 1853-0 tens survive from the orig¬ 
inal mintage of 51,000 pieces are apt to show considerable wear. In 
stark contrast, this important example displays boldly defined sur¬ 
faces and original copper-gold coloration. Both sides show an over¬ 
all scuffy appearance, but there are remarkably few sizeable abra¬ 
sions for a circulated gold coin. To date, both NGC and PCGS com¬ 
bined have certified only 1 Mint State example, thus further enhanc¬ 
ing the desirability of the present piece. 
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569 1865-S AU 58 NGC. Perfect Date. According to David Akers, the 
1865-S Perfect Date eagle is a scarcer coin in all grades than its more 
widely publicized Inverted Date counterpart The issue is of compa¬ 
rable rarity to the 1860-S and 1867-S and is more difficult to locate 
than the 1858-S, 1859-S, 1862-S, and 1863-S. Most survivors are 
well worn and grade between VG and VF. A problem-free XF coin 
should be considered a significant find and this near-Mint example 
is tied for finest certified honors with a second AU 58 NGC piece. 
Well struck with relatively clean surfaces, both sides show suitable 
remaining luster and attractive orange-gold patina. A fleeting oppor¬ 
tunity for the informed gold specialist. 

570 1876 AU 55 PCGS. With a paltry original mintage of only 732 busi¬ 
ness strikes, the 1876 has the second lowest mintage in the entire 
Coronet eagle series after the 1875. Although less rare than the 1873 
and 1875, survivors of this issue are more difficult to locate than 
those of the 1863, 1872, and 1877. Only 12-15 pieces are believed 
extant today, and most survivors grade either VF or XF. One of only 
a handful of AU specimens known, this com shows ample remnants 
of its prooflike finish despite an overall scaflfy appearance. Attrac¬ 
tive reddish-gold color adorns both sides and the bold detail is con¬ 
sistent with the near-Mint grade. An opportunity of considerable 
importance for advanced gold collectors. This is the single finest 
certified specimen reported by PCGS. 

571 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Erroneously perceived as a common date 
among most collectors, the 1878 ten is an elusive issue whose sur¬ 
vivors typically grade either VF or XF. Near-Gem representatives 
are as difficult to obtain as those of the lower mintage 1874. This is 
a scintillating example that displays rich mint frost and clean fea¬ 
tures. With a bold strike that is free of criticism, advanced gold col¬ 
lectors would be wise to enter carefully considered bids when this 
coin crosses the auction block. NGC and PCGS combined report 
only 6 examples in MS 64 with a lone MS 65 PCGS piece finer. 

572 1879-S AU 53 NGC. The rich reddish-golden color limits the visual 
impact of the scattered circulation marks. 

573 1879-S MS 61 NGC. A well struck eagle with subdued luster and 
pleasing golden-rose color. An elusive issue with only 224,000 
pieces originally coined. 

574 1880-S AU 50 PCGS. The copper-gold surfaces show ample remain¬ 
ing definition and the normal number of circulation marks for the 
grade. 

575 1880-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with noticeable abrasions 
on the obverse. 

576 1880-S MS 63 NGC. A conditionally challenging issue, the 1880-S 
is infrequently offered above the MS 62 level. This is a minimally 
marked coin for the grade with swirling mint frost. Sharply struck 
with attractive golden-rose highlights. Population: 7 in 63, only 1 
finer. 

577 1881-S MS 61 PCGS. Lustrous and snappy with golden-rose color 
and a few scattered abrasions. 

578 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Originally colored with champagne-rose 
overtones, this frosty eagle displays a few too many abrasions to 
warrant a higher grade. 

579 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. The golden-rose surfaces show ample frosty 
luster and a moderate number of small bagmarks. 

580 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces show numerous wispy 
abrasions throughout the obverse. 

581 1881-S MS 63 PCGS. Unknown finer, 1881-S eagles are difficult to 
locate with surfaces as smooth as those of the present Select exam¬ 
ple. The frosty luster cartwheels beneafli rich copper-orange irides¬ 
cence and the powerful strike is free of criticism. Population: 18 in 
63, 0 finer. 

582 1881-S MS 63 PCGS. Among the finest certified survivors of this 
conditionally scarce issue, this is a fully struck, crimson-gold coin. 
Typically marked for the grade, yet bright and lustrous. 

583 1882 MS 62 NGC. Noticeably abraded with dark alloy spots scat¬ 
tered about the reverse.

There are no sizeable abrasions on either side 
of this green-gold representative. 

587 1886 AU 53 NGC. The copper-gold surfaces show a somewhat 
scuffy appearance. 

588 1886 AU 58 NGC. Bright, moderately prooflike, and possibly of 
Mint State quality were it not for excessive abrasions throughout the 
obverse. 

589 1888 AU 53 PCGS. Quite attractive for the grade with no individu¬ 
ally detracting marks and suitable remaining definition. 

590 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Lightly abraded with a somewhat subdued, 
copper-gold appearance. 

591 1889-S MS 62 NGC. Flashy and quite clean for the grade, display¬ 
ing subtle orange-gold overtones on each side. 

592 1891 MS 62 PCGS. Light in color and frosty, with the majority of 
abrasions confined to the obverse. Moderately scarce. 

593 1893 MS 64 NGC. Elusive any finer, this is an attractive coin whose 
frosty, orange-gold surfaces are essentially pristine. Sharply struck 
throughout. 

594 1894 MS 64 NGC. This is a lovely, golden-rose example of a P-mint 
eagle that is all but unknown finer. Both sides are boldly impressed 
and fully frosted. 

595 1894 MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous with a touch of orange patina and 
bold definition. 

596 1894 MS 64 PCGS. A dramatic condition rarity that is plentifully 
available in the lower grades of Mint State, but is virtually unob¬ 
tainable any finer than MS 63. To demonstrate how precipitously the 
numbers drop off, the current population figures show that 787 
pieces have received the MS 63 grade while only 73 are graded MS 
64, with none finer. This is a sharply struck coin that has rich red¬ 
dish-golden color and excellent luster characteristics. A few minor 
luster grazes on the obverse prohibit an even higher grade level. 

597 1895 MS 63 PCGS. Elusive any finer, the present specimen is 
sharply struck and fully lustrous. 

598 1895 MS 63 PCGS. This is a golden-rose colored, lightly abraded 
example of this conditionally elusive P-mint issue. 

599 1895 MS 63 NGC. Crisply detailed with relatively clean surfaces 
that are suggestive of a near-Gem grade. 

600 1895 MS 64 NGC. This coin combines a limited mintage of 567,826 
pieces and undeniable scarcity above the Select BU level. The 
deeply colored, orange-gold surfaces are free of individually detract¬ 
ing contact marks. Bright and frosty. 

601 1895 MS 64 PCGS. This is a lovely near-Gem survivor of this con¬ 
ditionally scarce P-mint eagle. The minimally marked surfaces glow 
with orange-gold coloration and cartwheel luster. Sharply struck, as 
always. 

602 1896 MS 64 NGC. Unknown finer, this coin is one of only nine 
1896 eagles to receive an MS 64 grade between both major grading 
services. The frosty, carefully preserved surfaces would easily gar¬ 
ner a full Gem grade were it not for a few wispy abrasions. 

603 1897 MS 63 PCGS. Light yellowish-gold centers shade to a deeper 
orange at the margins. 

604 1898 MS 63 NGC. The frosty surfaces swirl beneath golden-rose 
highlights. 
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605 1901-S MS 65 NGC. A lovely and important coin for Gem quality 
type purposes, the orange-gold surfaces radiate fulsome cartwheel 
luster. Powerfully struck, the surfaces are free of individually dis¬ 
tracting contact marks. 

606 1901-S MS 65 PCGS. This is an undeniable Gem Liberty Head 
eagle whose richly frosted surfaces are free of distracting bagmarks. 
The sharply struck features glow beneath pleasing copper-gold high¬ 
lights. 

607 1902 MS 61 NGC. Suitably lustrous for the grade with numerous 
small bagmarks. 

608 1904 MS 63 PCGS. Frosty and green-gold in color with compara¬ 
tively few abrasions for the MS 63 level. 

609 1905 MS 61 PCGS. Noticeably abraded with pleasing green-gold 
coloration. 

610 1905 MS 63 NGC. This is a lovely green-gold example despite a few 
scattered obverse marks. 

611 1905-S AU 55 NGC. Bright and noticeably prooflike despite scat¬ 
tered circulation marks. 

612 1905-S MS 60 NGC. Fully Uncirculated with numerous small to 
moderate abrasions. Orange-gold in color and adequately lustrous 
for the grade. 

613 1905-S MS 63 PCGS. Curiously smooth, the orange-gold surfaces 
show somewhat subdued mint luster. 

614 1906-D MS 63 NGC. Green-gold in color with fulsome mint frost 
and crisply defined features. 

615 1906-D MS 63 NGC. Champagne overtones decorate the frosty sur¬ 
faces. 

616 1906-D MS 64 NGC. The orange-gold surfaces are a few wispy 
abrasions away from an even higher grade. Richly endowed with 
scintillating mint frost 

617 1907 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with a few well scattered bagmarks on 
the obverse.

618 1884 PR 65 Cameo NGC. Ex. Trompeter. This is a gorgeous proof 

eagle whose frosty devices float serenely above the deep, watery 
fields. Rich orange-gold coloration characterizes both sides and 
accents the smooth, pristine surfaces. A trivial abrasion in the 
obverse field between stars 1 and 2 is mentioned solely for pedigree 
purposes. Although the Philadelphia Mint reports 45 proof eagles for 
this year, estimates of survivors range from a low of 7-8 pieces 
(Akers) to as many as 10 coins (Breen). Regardless of which, if 
either, is con-ect, there is little doubt that this is an elusive issue 
whose rarity is comparable to the proofs of 1877,1878, and 1879.

619 1909 MS 61 NGC. The scuffy, green-gold surfaces are confined to 
the lower Mint State level, but the strike is bold and the eye appeal 
is acceptable for the grade. 

620 1909-D AU 55 PCGS. Somewhat muted in appearance with mottled 
copper highlights. 

621 1909-S XF 40 NGC. The somewhat scuffy surfaces show typical 
definition for the grade. 

622 1910 MS 63 PCGS. A premium quality coin for the grade, the sur¬ 
faces show a minimum number of abrasions and a soft, satiny tex¬ 
ture. Nicely defined. 

623 1910-D MS 63 PCGS. Suitably lustrous and minimally marked for 
the grade. Both sides are quite well impressed for the series. 


624 1910-D MS 64 PCGS. A popular issue among type collectors, this 
near-Gem survivor shows original golden-rose coloration and an 
absence of noticeable contact marks. The strike is needle sharp 
throughout. 

625 1911 MS 64 PCGS. This is an attractive near-Gem with rich crim¬ 
son-rose coloration on both sides. The strike is crisp throughout and 
the lustrous surfaces are at the threshold of an even higher grade. 

626 1912-S MS 64 PCGS. The typical 1912-S eagle is among the least 
attractive coins in the entire Indian Head ten dollar series. While the 
1911-S and 1913-S issues display bold impressions throughout, poor 
striking definition plagues many extant 1912-S examples. In addi¬ 
tion, a plethora of abrasions and poor luster combine to make find¬ 
ing an attractive Choice 1912-S eagle a task for the strong willed. 
Even a small hoard that emerged in the 1980s failed to produce a sin¬ 
gle specimen that graded finer than MS 63. This specimen shows 
uncommonly powerful striking definition and rich orange-gold lus¬ 
ter. The surfaces are largely free of detracting contact marks and the 
overall eye appeal is exceptional for the issue. A simply breathtak¬ 
ing example. 

627 1912-S MS 64 NGC. An uncommonly appealing example of this 
conditionally challenging S-mint eagle, the lustrous surfaces show 
swirling cartwheel effects on both sides. The razor sharp strike 
would do justice to a far better produced issue and every last detail 
rises powerfully above the satiny fields. With no abrasions to report, 
this lot represents a definite find for the high quality Indian Head 
eagle collector who will accept nothing but the best for his/her col¬ 
lection. 

628 1914 MS 64 PCGS. This lustrous, nicely preserved example seems 
to warrant a full Gem grade. A scarce issue, the 1914 Indian head 
eagle is infrequently offered above the MS 63 level. 

629 1914-D MS 66 NGC. The second most common branch mint Indi¬ 
an Head eagle after the 1910-D, the ‘14-D is, nevertheless, an unde¬ 
niably rare coin above the MS 64 level. The present Gem numbers 
itself among the nicest representatives in today’s market. The finely 
granular surfaces show duck, swirling frost and pleasing orange- 
gold coloration. There are no noticeable contact marks and the 
devices display razor sharp definition throughout. NGC and PCGS 
combined report only 7 coins in MS 66 with 7 finer. 

630 1915-S MS 64 PCGS. While not as rare as the 1913-S, 1920-S, or 
1930-S, the 1915-S is one of the most conditionally challenging San 
Francisco Mint issues in the Indian Head eagle series. Only 59,000 
pieces were struck and the average grade among survivors is only 
XF 45. As befits the issue, the surfaces show rich mint luster and a 
somewhat satiny texture. Intermingled shades of rose and gold pati¬ 
na are noted throughout and the smooth surfaces have some claim to 
a full Gem grade. Population: 11 in 64, only 4 finer. 

631 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and yellow-gold in color with a few triv¬ 
ial abrasions that serve to preclude a full Gem grade. 

632 1932 MS 64 NGC. Snappy and bright, the predominantly clean sur¬ 
faces are temptingly close to an MS 65 grade. 

633 1932 MS 64 NGC. The orange-gold surfaces have legitimate claim 
to an even higher grade. 

634 1932 MS 64 PCGS. This is a bright, yellow-gold representative of 
this popular P-mint Indian Head eagle. Smooth and suggestive of an 
MS 65 grade. 

635 1932 MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces show scintillating orange- 
gold overtones and pinpoint striking definition. 

636 1932 MS 64 PCGS. Richly patinated with a normal strike. Just a few 
small marks limi t the grade. 

637 1932 MS 64 PCGS. Richly toned with myriad luster grazes, partic¬ 
ularly on the reverse. 

638 1932 MS 66 NGC. Far nicer than the typically encountered Indian 
Head eagle, this frosty Gem shows glowing orange-gold coloration 
and expertly preserved features. Boldly struck throughout and a def¬ 
inite candidate for inclusion in the finest collection. 
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CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

639 1863-S MS 61 NGC. This is a scarce issue that is elusive in all 
grades. Mint State survivors are, however, the most frequently 
encountered among S-mint Type One Liberty twenties. Sharply 
struck, the crimson-gold surfaces show a few wispy abrasions and 
subdued luster qualities. An important and nonetheless attractive 
coin for advanced type purposes. 

640 1864-S AU 58 PCGS. Although not the rarest S-mint double eagle, 
this issue is just as difficult to locate as the 1854-S, 1860-S, 1861-S, 
1862-S, 1866-S Motto, 1867-S, and 1868-S. The present example is 
even more noteworthy since almost the entire extant population of 
1864-S double eagles grades either VF or XF. In stark contrast, the 
crimson-gold surfaces of this specimen show ample remaining defi¬ 
nition and partial luster. Lightly marked, yet quite attractive for a 
gold coin from the early San Francisco Mint. 

641 1865-S MS 61 NGC. Ex: Brother Jonathan. An atypical coin for the 
grade, the surfaces are curiously free of sizeable abrasions. Subdued 
frosty luster does, however, preclude a higher grade, but the rich 
copper-gold coloration ensures this coin’s pleasing overall eye 
appeal. Quite well struck for the issue and important as a Mint State 
type coin candidate. 

642 1866-S Motto XF 45 PCGS. Somewhat subdued in color with a 
moderately abraded, sandy-gold appearance. Quite well defined for 
the grade. 

643 1867-S XF 40 NGC. A suitable representative of this conditionally 
challenging S-mint delivery, the tan-gold surfaces show a number of 
s mall circulation marks on the obverse. 

644 1868-S XF 45 PCGS. Quite well preserved for the grade with deli¬ 
cate copper iridescence and ample remaining detail. 

645 1873 Open 3 MS 62 PCGS. This is an elusive issue in all Mint State 
grades.

The somewhat scuffy surfaces show pleasing 
golden-rose color and ample remaining detail.

A condi¬ 
tionally challenging S-mint twenty. 

650 1879-S AU 58 PCGS. The partially lustrous surfaces show ample 
remaining detail and scattered circulation marks. 

651 1879-S MS 61 PCGS. Lustrous and free of heavy abrasions. Scarce 
at the Mint State level and never seen significantly finer. 

652 1882-S MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous, but with numer¬ 
ous small and moderate abrasions scattered throughout. 

653 1883-S AU 58 NGC. The lightly marked, crisply detailed surfaces 
are the lightest rub away from a Mint State grade. 

654 1884-S AU 58 PCGS. Relatively clean for a circulated double eagle 
with partially lustrous features and pleasing overall eye appeal. 

655 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. Otherwise golden-pink in color with green- 
gold accents visible at select angles. Minimally marked for the MS 
62 level. 

656 1885-S AU 58 NGC. Quite attractive overall, the orange-gold sur¬ 
faces are curiously smooth for a circulated double eagle. 

657 1888-S MS 62 NGC. The deeply colored, orange-gold surfaces are 
quite lustrous for the MS 62 grade.

Some splotchy golden-tan and 
russet iridescence has gathered on both sides of this otherwise silver- 
gray Gem. 

774 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. The original smoky-lilac iri¬ 
descence lessens the visual impact of the few wispy abrasions and 
gives this coin the look of a full Gem. 

775 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 PCGS. Competing swirls of lilac- 
gray and golden-honey iridescence dance across the lustrous sur¬ 
faces. Free of all but the most inconsequential abrasions, this is a 
lovely Gem quality survivor of this conditionally scarce commemo¬ 
rative half dollar. 

776 1925 Stone Mountain MS 66 PCGS. This is a richly frosted exam¬ 
ple whose smooth surfaces glow beneath steel-lilac and powder-blue 
iridescence. Wonderfully original. 

777 1925 Stone Mountain MS 67 ANACS. Frosty and predominantly 
bright with mottled crimson and russet overtones. There are no dis¬ 
tractions on either side of this lovely, original example. 

778 1936-D Texas MS 67 PCGS. Lightly toned with impeccable, silver- 
gray surfaces. 

779 1936-D Texas MS 67 PCGS. Original silver-gray surfaces, some 
colorful sunset shades are seen at portions of the borders. Superb 
quality throughout. 

780 1936-S Texas MS 66 PCGS. Light silver-gray patina, shading to 
mottled gold in the outer protected areas.
